Richardson was born on 7-7-20 in Boston and graduated cum 
laude from both Harvard College and Harvard Law School in 1941 and 1947, 
respectively. From 1957 to 1959 he was an Assistant Secretary of the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, a position he resigned to 
become United States Attorney in Boston. Secretary of State designate, 
William P. Rogers, was Attorney General while Richardson was United 
States Attorney from 1959 to 1961. 


He was law clerk to both the late Judge Learne 
eme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter. As United 
States Attorney Richardson reportedly gained a reputation for fighting 
corruption and for prosecuting the late Bernard Goldfine, a key figure i 


the case involving Sherman Adams of the White House staff during the ‘ 
Eisenhower Administration. 


The Bureau has conducted applicant-type investigations 
on Richardson in 1953, 1956 and 1959, all of which were very favorable 
except for disclosing a number of traffic arrests in Massachusetts. 


The Director saw and was photographed with Richardson on 
1-6-60 while Richardson was in Washington attending a United States Attorneys' 
Conference. The Director autographed the photograph and sent it to Richardson 
by letter of 1-7-60. The Director had previously written to Richardson on 
9-29-59 congratulating him on bein Appointed United States Attorney. Relations

He said that gambling 
operations which provide funds to the underworld are carried on 
generally under the noses of local police," 


The Standard-Times of February 6, 1968, contained 
an article on page six entitled, "RICHARDSON HIT FOR 'POLICE 
CORRUPTION' REMARK." This article in part reads as follows: 


"An angry District Attorney, EDMUND DINIS of new 
Bedford, countered by mailing to dozens of newspapers, copies of 
what he says is RICHARDSON's own 'record' of run-ins with the 
police - a list of 14 traffic violations in Boston and 
Washington, dating from 1939 and ranging from a $2 fine for a 
mechanical device deficiency on his car to a $200 Operating to 
Endanger fine. 


"DINIS said, 'RICHARDSON's wholesale indictment of 
Massachusetts police is unwarranted and ill-advised...(this)... 
malicious attack on the police in Massachusetts is motivated 
by the fact that he, RICHARDSON, has had numerous personal 
clashes with police and law enforcement. 


"'The Attorney General is endeavoring to use the 
majesty and power of his office as a launching pad for his 
declared aspirations to become Governor of Massachusetts in 
1970.' DINIS continued, 'This is a grave situation where a 
partison political aspirant is endeavoring to prostitute the 
administration of justice for his own private preserve.'" 
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The Standard-Times of February 8, 1968, contained 
an editorial on page 6 which in part reads as follows: 


"Another protest came from District Attorney 
EDMUND DINIS. While not denying the RICHARDSON charge, the 
Chief Prosecutor of the Southern District issued some 
charges of his own, principally that RICHARDSON made a 
‘malicious attack on the police' because the Attorney General 
"has had numerous personal clashes with police and law enforce- 
ment.' These 'clashes' were motor vehicle violations between 
10 and 30 years ago. 


"It must be presumed that since RICHARDSON has called 
for a special Grand Jury Investigation of crime in Bristol 
County, DINIS is angry at the Attorney General for trying to 
expose, as Mr. RICHARDSON expressed it, ‘alleged widespread, 
pervasive, notorious and systematic criminal offenses' in Mr. 
DINIS' district while the latter is busy challenging 
redistricting laws in court and running for Congress."

Attorney General Blick Richardson spoke this 

afternoon at an assembly of the ABA which was held at the 
Sheraton Park Hotel. He was introduced by the current President, 
Mr. Robert(Meserve. 2 ; 


In his speech, the Attorney General advised that he has 
been charged by the President to redevelop confidence in the Departm,7;. 
of Justice. There is no place for politics in the Department and he has 
asked his principal officials to curtail their political activities. 


Mr. Richardson advised that he is issuing an order 
directing that all contacts of Departmental personnel be made a matter 
of record. This however does not include contacts by members of the 


news media. 


He advised that he is considering setting up a new position 
within the Department to be known as the Office of Inspector General. 
This office would possibly act as an inspection force within the Department. 
In line with this, he also advised that he is contemplating setting up a 
new division within the Department to handle management and budget. 
This new division would concern itself with budget matters for each 
agency within the Department and indicated that more detailed justification 
would be required for expenditures. re ee

Mr. Richardson commented on the Freedom of Information 
Act advising that the Department guidelines regarding these requests 
were to be followed in each instance. Specifically, he mentioned that 
he would not defend any agency within the Department if they declined ..

Mr. Richardson went on to advise that he wants a better 
relationship established between the National Association of Attorneys 
General and will set up liaison in the Department with this organization.

_ At 6:50 pm, October 20,1973, General Haig of the White House 
phoned me at Kansas City, Missouri. He said that Elliot Richardson had 
resigned and Deputy Attorney General Ruckelshaus had been discharged 
and that Acting Attorney General Robert Bork had been designated. He said 
Bork had been instructed to discharge Special Prosecutor Cox. 


This would mean, he said, that there would have to be a surveillance 
put on Cox's headquarters and that he felt further that attention should be 
given to the office of departing Deputy Attorney General Ruckeishaus. He 
said that he would like to have these offices watched so that no documents > 
would go out of them. He cautioned that this should be done in an appropriate . 
and inoffensive way with no strong-arm "stuff" exercised. He saidasa { aety 
generalization that he did not want anything to leave which is a part of the 
investigation which has been conducted as a result of the Watergate inquiries. \ 


As a result of this, I immediately phoned Assistant Director N

The Nature of the National Dialoque 


t This is an important anniversary. A year ago today - on October 

8 - came the breakthrough in the Paris negotiations which led 

soon afterward to the end of American military involvement in Viet-Nam. 
It is strangely difficult now to recapture the emotion of that mom nt 
of hope and uncertainty when suddenly years of suffering: and divigio 
were giving way to. new possibilities for reconciliation. 


We meet, too, at a time when renewed conflict in the Middle East 
reminds us that international stability is always precarious and never 
to be taken for granted Pacem in Terris remains regrettably elusive. 
However well we contain this crisis as we have, contained others, we must 
still ask ourselves what we seek beyond the management of conflict. 


Por Re RE NAN aoe 
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The need for a dialogue about national purposes has never been more 
; urgent and no assembly is better suited for such a discussion than those 
gathered here tonight. 


Dramatic changes in recent years have transformed America's position 
and role in the world: . 


-- For most of the postwar period America enjoyed predominance in 
physical resources and political power. Now like most other nations in 
history, we find that our most difficult task is how to apply limited 
means to the accomplishment of carefully defined ends. We can no longer 
overwhelm our problems; we must master themwith imagination, understand- 
ing and patience. 


-- For a generation our preoccupation was to prevent the Cold War 
{ from degenerating into a hot war. Today, when the danger of global 
conflict has diminished, we face the more profound problem of defining 
what we mean by peace and determining the ultimate purpose of improved 
international relations. 
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-~ For two decades the solidarity of our alliances seemed as 
constant as the threats to our security. Now our allies have regained 
strength and self-confidence, and relations with adversaries have 
improved. All this has given rise to uncertainties over the sharing 


of burdens with friends and the impact of reduced tensions on the 
cohesion of alliances. 


-- Thus even as we have mastered the art of containing crises, 
our concern with the nature of a more permanent international order 
has grown. Questions once obscured by more insistent needs now demand 
our attention: What is true national interest? To what end stability? 
What is the relationship of peace to justice? 


It is characteristic of periods of upheaval that to those who 
live through them, they appear as a series of haphazard events. 
Symptoms obscure basic issues and historical trends. The urgent tends 
to dominate the important. Too often goals are presented as abstract 
utopias, safe-~havens from pressing events. 


But a debate to be fruttful must define what can reasonably be 
asked of foreign policy and at what pace progress can be achieved. 
Otherwise it turns into competing catalogues of the desirable rather 


than informed comparisons of the possible. Dialogue degenerates into 
tactical skirmishing. 


The current public discussion relfects some interesting and 
significant shifts in perspective: 


-- A foreign policy once eonsidered excessivé}y moralistic is 
now looked upon by some as exeessively pragmatic. 


-- The Government was criticized in 1969 for holding back East- 
West trade with certain countries until there was progress in their 
foreign policies. Now we are criticized for not holding back 


East-West trade until there are changes in those same countries' 
domestic policies. 


~~ The Administration's foreign policy once decried as too cold- 
war oriented is now attacked as too insensitive to the profound moral 
antagonism between Communism and freedom, 


One consequence of this intellectual shift is a gap between conception 


and performance on some major issues of policy: 


~~ The desirability of peace and detente is affirmed but both 


the inducements to progress and the penalties to confrontation are 
restricted by legislation. 


-- Expressions of concern for human values in other countries are 
coupled with failure to support the very programs designed to helf 
developing areas improve their economic and social conditions. 
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-~ The declared objective of maintaining a responsible 
American international role clashes with nationalistic pressures in 
trade and monetary negotiations and with calls for unilateral 
withdrawal from alliance obligations. 


It is clear that we face genuine moral dilemmas and important 
policy choices. But it is also clear that we need to define the 


' framework ‘of our dialogue more perceptively and understandingly. 


The Competing Elements of 


Foreign policy must begin with the understanding that it involves 
relationships between sovereign countries. Sovereighty has been 
defined as a will uncontrolled by others; that is what gives foreign 
policy its contingent and ever incomplete character. 


For disagreements among sovereign states can be settled only by 
negotiation or by power, by compromise or by imposition. Which of 
these methods prevails depends on the values, the strengths and the 
domestic systems of the countries involved. A nation's values define 
what is just; its strength determines what is possible; its domestic 
structure decides what policies can in fact be implemented and 
sustained. ; 7 


Thus foreign policy involves two partially conflicting endeavors: 
defining the interests, purposes and values of a society and relating 
them to the interests, puxyposes and values Of others. 


The policy maker, therefore, must strike a balance between what 
is desirable and what is possible. Progress will always be measured 
in partial steps and in the relative satigfaction of alternative goals. 
Tension is unavoidable between values, which are invariably cast in 
maximum terms, and efforts to promote them, which of necessity involve 
compromise. Foreign policy is explained domestically in terms of 
justice. But what is defined as justice at home becomes the subject 
of negotiation abroad. It is thus no accident that many nations, 
including our own, view the international arena as a forum in which 
virtue is thwarted by the clever practice of foreigners. 
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. In a community of sovereign states, the quest for peace involves 

-a paradox: the attempt to impose absolute justice by one side will be 

seen as absolute injustice by all others; the quest for total security 

for some turns into total insecurity for the remainder. Stability depends 
on the relative satisfaction and therefore also the relative dissatis acm 
tion of the various states. The pursuit of peace must therefore begin with 
the pragmatic concept ot coexistence -~ especially in a‘period of 
ideological conflict. ~ . 

We must, of course, avoid becoming obsessed with stability. An 
excessively pragmatic policy will be empty of vision and humanity. It 
will lack not only direction, but also roots and heart. General de Gaulle 
wrote in his memoirs that "France cannot be France without greatness." 

By the same token America cannot be true to itself without moral purpose. 
This country has always had a sense of mission, Americans have always 
held the view that America stood for something above and beyond its 
material achievements. A purely pragmatic policy provides no criteria 
for other nations to assess our performance and no standards to which the 
American people can rally. 

But when policy becomes excessively moralistic it may turn quixotic 
or dangerous, A presumed monopoly on truth obstructs negotiation and 
accommodation. Good results may be given up in the quest for ever 
elusive ideal solutions, Policy may fall prey to ineffectual posturing 
or adventuristic crusades. ; 


The prerequisite for a fruitful national debate is that the policy 
makers and critics appreciate each other's perspectives and respect each 
other's purposes. The policy maker must understand that the critic is 
obliged to stress imperfections in order to challenge assumptions and to 
goad actions. But equally the critic should acknowledge the complexity . 
and inherent ambiguity of the policy maker's choices. The policy maker 
must be concerned with the best that .can be achieved, not just the best 
that can be imagined. He has to act in a fog of incomplete knowledge 
without the information that will he available later to the analyst. He 
knows -~ or should know -- that he is responsible for the consequences of 
disaster as well as for the benefits of success. He may have to qualify 
some goals not because they would be undesirable if reached, but because 
the risks of failure outweigh potential gains. He must often settle for 
the gradual, much as he might prefer the immediate. He must compromise 
with others, and this means to some extent compromising with himself. 


The outsider demonstrates his morality by the precision of his 
perceptions and the loftiness of his ideals. The policy maker expresses 
his morality by implementing a sequence of imperfections and partial 


solutions in pursuit of. his ideals, 


There must be understanding, as well, of the cru¢ial importance of 
timing. Opportunities cannot be hoarded; once past, they are usually 
firretrievable, New relationships in a fluid transitional period ~-- such 
as today--- are delicate and vulnerable; they must be nurtured if they are 
to thrive. We cannot pull up young shoots periodically to see whether the 
petal ita Still there or whether there is some marginally better location 

or them. : ee . ’ i 


We are now at such a time of tenuous beginnings. Western Europe and 
Japan have joined us in an effort to reinvigorate our relationships. The 
ot 4 7 
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Soviet Union has begun to practice foreign policy -- at least partially --- 
as a relationship between states rather than as international civil war. 
The People's Republic of China has emerged from two decades of isolation. 
fhe developing countries are impatient for economic and social change. A. 


new dimension of unprecedented challenges -- in food, oceans, energy, 
environment -- demands global coopezation. ‘ 


We are at one of those rare moments where through a combination of 
fortuitous circumstances and design man seems in a position to shape his 
future. What we need is the confidence to discuss issues without bitter 
strife, the wisdom to define together the nature of our world as well as - 
the vision to Chart together a more just future. 


Detente with the Soviet Union 


Nothing demonstrates this need more urgently than our relationship 
with the Soviet Union. 


This Administration has never had any illusions about the Soviet 
system. We have always insisted that progress in technical fields, such as 
trade, had to follow -- and reflect -- progress toward more stable interna~ | 
tional relations. We Have maintained a strong military balance and a 


_flexible defense posture as a buttress to stability. We have insisted that 


disarmament had to be mutual. We have judged movement in our relations 


“with the Soviet Union, not by atmospherics, but by how well concrete 


problems are resolved and by whether there is responsible international 
conduct. 


Coexistence to us continues to have a very precise meaning: 


== We will oppose the attempt by any country to achieve a position 
of predominance either globally or regionally. 


-- We will resist any attempt to exploit a policy of detente to 
weaken our alliances. 


-~ We will react if relaxation of tensions is used as a cover to 
exacerbate conflicts in international trouble spots. 


The Soviet Union cannot disregard these principles in any area of 
the world without imperiling its entire relationship with the United 
States. 


On this basis we have succeeded in transforming U.S.~Soviet relations 
in many important ways. Our two countries have concluded an historic 
accord to limit strategic arms. We have substantially reduced the risk 
of direct U.S.-Soviet confrontation in crisis areas. The problem of 
Berlin has been resolved by negotiation. We and our allies have engaged 
the Soviet Union in negotiations on major issues of European security 
including a reduction of military forces in Central Europe. We have 
reached a series of bilateral agreements on cooperation -- health, 
environment, space, science and technology, as well as trade. These 
accords are designed to create a vested interest in cooperation and 
restraint. 
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ae Until recently the goals of detente were not an issue. The 
necessity of shifting from confrontation toward negotiation seemed so 
‘overwhelming that goals beyond the settlement of international disputes 
were never raised. But now progress has been made -- and already taken 
for granted, We are engaged in an intense debate on whether we should 
make changes in Soviet society a precondition for further progress -~ 

or indeed for following through on commitments already made. The cutting 
edge of this problem is the Congressional effort to condition most- 
favored-nation trade status for other countries on changes in their 


domestic systems. . 


This is a genuine moral dilemma. There are genuine moral concerns -- 
on both sides of the argument. So let us not address this as a debate 
between those who are morally sensitive and those who are not, between 
those who care for justice and those who are oblivious to humane values. 
The attitude of the American people and government has been made 
emphatically clear on countless occasions, in ways that have produced 
effective results. The exit tax on emigration is not being collected and 
we have received assurances that it will not be reapplied; hardship cases 
submitted to the Soviet Government are being given specific attention; the 
rate of Jewish emigration has been in the tens of thousands where 
it was once a trickle. We will continue our vigorous efforts on these 
Matters. 


But the real debate goes far beyond this: Should we now tie demands 
which were never raised during negotiations to agreements that have 
already been concluded? Should we require as a formal condition internal 
changes that we heretofore sought to foster in an evolutionary manner? 


Let us remember what the MFN question specifically involves. The 
very term "most favored nation" is misleading in its implication of 
preferential treatment. What we are éalking about is whether to allow 
normal economic relations to develop ~- of the kind we now have with 
over 100 other countries and which the Soviet Union enjoyed until 1951, 
The issue is whether to abolish discriminatory trade restrictions that 
were imposed at the height of the Cold War. Indeed, at that time the 
Soviet Government discouraged commerce because it feared the domestic 
impacé of normal trading relations with the West on its society. 


The demand that Moscow modify its domestic policy asa precondition 
for MFN or detente was never made while we were negotiating; now ib is 
inserted after both sides have carefully shaped an overall mosaié. Thus 
it raises questions about our entire bilateral relationship. 


Finally the issue effects not only our relationship with the Soviet 
Union, but also with many other countries whose internal structures 
we find incompatitle with our own. Conditions imposed on one country 
could inhibit expanding relations with others, such as the People's 
Republic of China. 


We shall never dondone the suppression of fundamental liberties, 
We shali urge humane principles and use our influence to promote justice. 
But the issue comes down to the limits of such efforts, How hard can we 
press without provoking the Soviet leadership into returning to practices 
in its foreign policy that increase international tensions? Are we 
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ready to face the crisés and increased defense budgets that a return to 
Cold War conditions would spawn? And will this encourage full emigration 
or enhance the well-being or nourish the hope for liberty of the peoples 
of Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union? Is it detente that has prompted 
repression -- or is it detente that has generated the ferment and the - 
demand for openness which we are now witnessing? 


For half a century we have objected to communist efforts to alter 
the domestic structures of other countries. For a generation of Cold War 
we sought to ease the risks produced by competing ideologies, Are we 
now to come full circle and insist on domestic compatibility as a 
condition of progress? 


These questions have no easy answers. The government may under- 
estimate the margin of concessions available to us. But a fair debate 
must admit that they are genuine questions, the answers to which could 
affect the fate of all of us. 


Our policy with respect to detente is clear: We shall resist 
aggressive foreign policies. Detente cannot survive irresponsibility in 
any area, including the Middle East. As for the internal policies of 
closed systems the United States will never forget that the antagonism 
between freedom and its enemies is part of the reality of the modern age. 
We are not neutral in that struggle. As long as we remain powerful we 
will use our influence to promote freedom, as we always have. But in 
the nuclear age we are obliged to recognize that the issue of war and 
peace also involves human lives and that the attainment of peace is a 
profound moral concern, 
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The World As It Is And The World We Seek ; 


Addressing the United Nations General Assembly two weeks ago, I described 
aux yoal as a world where power blocs and balances are no longer relevant; 
where justice, not stability, can be our overriding preoccupation; where 
countries consider cooperation in the world interest to be in their national 
interest. - : : 


But we cannot move toward the world of the future without first main- 
ta ng peace in the world as it is. These very days we are vividly reminded 
that this requires vigilance and a continuing commitment. 


: $0 our journey must start from where we are now. This is a time of 
lessened tension, of greater equilibrium, of diffused power. But if the 
world is better than our earlier fears, it still falls far short of our 
hopes: To deal with the present does not mean that we are content with it. 


__..Thé most striking feature of the contemporary period -~ the feature 
that “gives complexity as well as hope -- is the radical transformation in 
the ‘nature of power. Throughout history power has generally been homogen- 
eéus;*> Military, economic and political potential were closely related. To 
be powerful a nation had to be strong in all categories. Today the vocabulary 
of strength is more complex. Military muscle does not guarantee political 
influence. Economic giants can be militarily weak, and military strength 


‘may not be able to obscure economic weakness. Countries can exert political 


influence even when they have neither military nor economic strength. 

Ve Dt’ is wrong to speak of only one balance of power, for there are 
séveral which have to be related to each other. In the military sphere, 
there are two super powers. In economic terms, there are at least five 
major. groupings. Politically, many more centers of influence have emerged; 
Some 80 new nations have come into being since the end of World War II 
and regional groups are assuming ever increasing importance. 


Above all, whatever the measure of power, its political utility has 
changed. Throughout history increases in military power -- however slight 
-- could be turned into specific political advantage. With the overwhelm- 
ing arsenals of the nuclear age, however, the pursuit of marginal advantage 
is both pointless and potentially suicidal. Once sufficiency is reached, 
additional increments of power do not translate into usable political 
strength; and attempts to achieve tactical gains can lead to cataclysm, 


This environment both puts a premium on stability and makes it difficult 
to maintain. Today's striving for equilibrium should not be compared to the 
balance of power of previous periods. The very notion of "operating" a 
classical balance of power disintegrates when the change required to upset 
the balance is so large that it cannot be achieved by limited means. 


More specifically, there is no parallel with the nineteenth century. 
Then, the principal countries shared essentially similar concepts of legiti- 
Macy and accepted the basic structure of the axisting international order. 
Small adjustments in strength were significant. The "balance" operated in 
a relatively confined geographic area. None of these factors obtain today. 


Nor when we talk of equilibrium do we mean a simplistic mechanical 
model devoid of purpose. The constantly shifting alliances that main- 
tained equilibrium in previous ganturies are neither appropriate nor 
possible in our time. In an age of ideological-schism the distinction 
between friends and adversaries is an objective reality. We share ideals 
as well as interests with our friends, and we know that the strength of 
our friendships is crucial te <he lowering c£ tensions with our opponents. 
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ey When we refer @.... or six or seven major x = of power, the point 
being made is not that others are excluded but that a few short years ago 
everyone agreed that there were only two. The diminishing tensions and the 
emergence of new centers of power have meant greater freedom of action and 
greater importance for all other nations. 


In this setting, our immediate aim has been to build a stable network 
of relationships that offers hope of sparing mankind the scourges of war. 
An interdependent world community cannot tolerate either big power confron- 
tations or recurrent regional crises, : 


But peace must be more than the absence of conflict. We perceive 
stability as the bridge to the realization of human aspirations, not an 
end in itself. We have learned much about containing crises, but we have 
not removed their roots, We have begun to accommodate our differences, 
but we have not affirmed our commonality. We may have improved the mastery 
of equilibrium, but we have not yet attained justice. 


In the encyclical for which this conference is named, Pope John sketched 
a greater vision. He foresaw "that no political community is able to 
pursue its own interests and develop itself in isolation" for "there is a 
growing awareness of all human beings that they are members of a world 
community." 


The opportunities of mankind now transcend nationalism, and can only 
be dealt with by nations acting in concert: 


~- For the first time in generations mankind is in a position to shape 
a new and peaceful international order. But do we have the imagination 
and determination to carry forward this still fragile task of creation? 


~~ For the first time in history we may have the technical knowledge 
to satisfy man's basic needs. The imperatives of the modern world respect 
no national borders and must inevitably open all societies to the world 
around them. But do we have the political will to join together to accom~ 
plish this great end? 


If this vision is to be realized, America's active involvement is in- 
escapable. History will judge us by our deeds, not by our good intentions. 


But it cannot be the work of any one country. And it cannot be the ~ 
undertaking of any one Administration or one branch of government or one 
party. To build truly is to chart a course that will be carried on by 
future leaders because it has the enduring support of the American people. 


‘So let us search for a fresh consensus. Let us restore a spirit of 
understanding between the legislative and the executive, between the 
government and the press, between the people and their public servants. 

Let us learn once again to debate our methods and not our motives, to 

focus on our destiny and not on our divisions, tet us all contribute our 
different views and perspectives but let us, once again, see ourselves 

as engaged in a common enterprise. If we are to shape a world community we 
must first restore community at home. , 


With Americans working together, America can work with others toward 
man's eternal goal of a Pacem in Terrig ~- peace abroad, peace at home and 
peace within ourselves.

Mr, Richardson was born on July 20, 1920, in 
Boston, Massachuset r anh 
Anne Francis Hazard, He 07¢ 
received B.A, and LL.B. degrees, both cum Iaudeé, in 
June, 1941, and June, 1947, respectively, from Harvard 
University, Cambridge, Massachusetts. He served on 
active duty in the United States Army both as an 
enlisted man and as an officer from 1942 to 1945. 
Mx. Richardson was a practicing attorney in Boston, 
Massachusetts, during the early 1950's except for a 
brief period during 1953 and 1954, when he was 
assistant secretary to Leverett Saltonstall, tien United 
States Senator from Massachusetts, He thereafter served 


. from 1957 to 1959 as Assistant Secretary for Legislation, 


Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. He was 
the United States Attorney for Massachusetts from 1959 
to 1961, and during 1961 he also served as a Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General of the United States. 
He returned to the practice of law in Boston, Massachusetts, 
in 1961, and thereafter served as Lieutenant Governor 

of Massachusetts from 1965 to 1967, and as Attorney 
General of Massachusetts from 1967 to 1969. In 1969, 

he became Under Secretary of State and thereafter served 
successively as Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare; Secretary of Defense; and Attorney General of 
the United States. He resigned from the latter position 
on October 20, 1973, following his refusal to discharge 
Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox. He is currently 
affiliated with the Woodrow Wilson International Center 
for Scholars, Smithsonian Institution, Washington, D, C, 


INFORMATION IN BUREAU FILES 


We conducted applicant-type investigations 
concerning Mr. Richardson in 1953, 1956, 1959, and 1969, 
These investigations disclose he. has several traffic arrests, 
including one in May, 1939, for "operating under the 
influence", for which he was fined $50, During the 1969 
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Re: Elliot Lee Richardson 


investigation an anonymous telephone call was received 

at the campaign headquarters of former President Richard M. 
Nixon alleging Mr. Richardson has many arrests for 

drunken driving. This was not substantiated by investi- 
gation, Only one person commented unfavorably in 1969 
concerning Mr. Richardson's sobriety stating he had 

heard from an unrecalled source that Mr. Richardson 

had "fallen on his face" at a party. Extensive investi- 
gation was conducted but no other indications of excessive 
drinking were developed. It is noted that during his 
confirmation hearing on January 15, 1969, Mr. Richardson 
admitted the 1939 drunken driving arrest as well as his 
other traffic arrests, 


Bureau files further disclose Mr. Richardson 
was interviewed on May 23, 1974, at the request of the 
Special Prosecution Force concerning any knowledge he 
might possess concerning an organization for the elderly 
known as the Federation of Experienced Americans. This 
request was based on allegations received by the Special 
Prosecution Force that in early 1972, Charles Colson, 
former Special Counsel to the President, and others, 
helped establish the Federation of Experienced Americans, 
Further, that although the corporate charter of this 
organization indicated its purpose was to aid elderly 
Americans, there is evidence which indicates its major 
purpose was to assist the reelection campaign of 
former President Nixon. Mr. Richardson acknowledged 
he had been spoken to by Mr. Colson, but said the request 
of Mr. Colson that the organization be awarded a grant 
by the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare was 
denied.

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STATE “Number Two” Richardson and PEN- 
TAGON “Number Two” Packard are two more 
international men in an international-minded adminis- 
tration. Both have been directors of World Affairs 
Councils which have taken over the propaganda and 
“educational” activities of the discredited Institute of 
Pacific Relations. One was picked for his high post in 
spite of his lack of experience and the other in spite 
of an obvious conflict of interest due to his com- 
pany’s defense contracts. , 

Elliot Lee Richardson was born in Boston, Mass. 
on July 20, 1920, the son of Dr. Edward P, 
Richardson and the former Miss Clara Shattuck. He 
graduated from Harvard with an A.B. degree in 1941 
and obtained his L.L.B. from Harvard Law School in 
1947, after having served in the U.S. Army from 
1942 to 1945. At Harvard he was editor of The Law 
Review. He married Miss Anne Frances Hazard 
August 2, 1952; they have three children, Henry, 
Anne Hazard and Michael. 

Richardson’s first position (1947-8) was as law 
clerk to the famous judge, Learned Hand who was at 
that time superior judge of the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Second Judicial Circuit. As of 1949 
Judge Learned Hand had completed forty years on 
the Federal bench, having first been appointed by 
President Taft in 1901. His thousands of decisions 
were described by Felix Frankfurter as “tan enduring 
source of truth-seeking and illumination.” 

Richardson then became a law clerk to the great 
Frankfurter himself from 1948 to 1949, Frankfurter 
by then had progressed from being a Harvard law 
professor, who had been supplying law clerks to 
Supreme Court and Federal judges for many years, to 
being a Supreme Court Justice (appointed by F.D. 
Roosevelt January 5, 1939). Frankfurter’s pro- 
Bolshevik-Communist bias is well known and was 
Stated in a letter written to him by: Theodore 
Roosevelt on December 19, 1917, in which he stated: 

. you have taken, and are taking on behalf of 
the Administration an attitude which seems to me to 
be fundamentally that of Trotsky and the other 
Bolsheviki leaders in Russia; an attitude which may 
be fraught with mischief to this country.... Here 


agaitt you ate engaged in excusing men precisely like 4

the Bolsheviki in Russia, who are murderers and 
encouragers of murder, who are traitors to their allies, 
to democracy, and to civilization, as well as-to the 
United States, and whose acts are nevertheless apolo-

Among Frankfurter’s proteges at Harvard were 
such subversives as J. Robert Oppenheimer, Lawrence 
Duggan, Harry Dexter White, Alger Hiss (for whom 
Frankfurter was a character witness), Lee Pressman, 
Harold Glasser and Owen Lattimore. Frankfurter was 
on the National Committee of the American Civil 
Liberties Union with such (subsequently identified) 
Communists as William Z. Foster, Elizabeth Gurley 
Flynn, Louis Budenz and Scott Nearing. He was an 
intimate of Harold Laski who taught with him at 
Harvard and then went to the London School of 
Economics and established what became known in 
academic circles as the ‘“Frankfurter-Laski Axis.” 
Laski eventually secured a teaching post in Moscow. 


From 1949 to 1953 Richardson was with the 
Boston law firm of Ropes, Gray, Best, Coolidge and 
Rugg, having been admitted to the Massachusetts Bar. 
In 1952 he was also a lecturer on law at Harvard. 
From 1953 to 1954 he was a staff assistant to US. . 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall, after which he went 
back to his law firm from 1954 to 1956. Saltonstall 
wus a former governor of Massachussetts who was 
elected to fill the unexpired term of Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Jr. who resigned from the U.S. Senate 
February 1944. Saltonstall was known as a “liberal 
Republican” because of his stand on civil liberties and 
international cooperation. He was a sponsor of 
U.S.-Soviet “Friendship Rallies” and of the National 
Council of American - Soviet Friendship of which 
Corliss Lamont was chairman. 

In January, 1957 Richardson was appointed by 
President Eisenhower to be Assistant Secretary for 
Legislation in the U.S. Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. His present boss, Rogers, was then 
Attorney General of the United States and in 1959 
Richardson was appointed U.S. Attorney in Massa- 


chusetts under Rogers. The N.Y. TIMES tells us that

Richardson was that of Bernard Goldfine. 


When the. Eisenhower Administration was suc- 
ceeded by the Kennedy Kingdom, Richardson was 
selected to be a special assistant to Attorney General 
Bobby Kennedy. He tried in 1962 for the Republican 
nomination for Massachusetts Attorney General but 
lost in the primary to Edward W. Brooke, now the 
U.S. Senator from Mass. He was a partner in the firm 
of Ropes and Gray from 1961 to 1964 at which time 
he was elected Lt. Governor of Massachusetts. In 
1966 Richardson ran for Attorney General of Massa- 


chusetts and allowed his second cousin, Francis W.. 


Sargent to run for the position he then held as Lt. 
Governor. This was a maneuver which supposedly was 
to make the ticket stronger. It resulted in Sargent 
taking over as governor when President Nixon ap- 
pointed Governor Volpe to be U.S. Secretary of 
Transportation. 


In his 1966 campaign for Attorney Genera}, 
Richardson was assailed for making charges against 
his opponent that he could not substantiate (N.Y. 
TIMES, 1/5/69). A more interesting item, however, 
was the long list of DEMOCRATS who supported 
REPUBLICAN Richardson. In the RECORD AMERI- 
CAN (Boston) of Nov. 4, 1966 a full page advertise- 
ment stated: ‘The office of Attorney General is too 
important... . . that is why we and thousands of 
other Massachusetts Democrats support Elliot Rich- 
ardson for Attorney General.”” Among the signers 
were Henry Commager and Adam Yarmolinsky. The 
ad also carried a quote from John F. Kennedy, 
Washington, 1956: “I want to show the very high 
regard in which Mr. Richardson is held by all who 
know him, including myself. I have worked with him 
on many occasions in the past and always found him 
to be extremely able, dependable and fair-minded.” 
Richardson was also supported by the Americans for 
Democratic Action (ADA). 


The endorsement of Adam Yarmolinsky should be 
enough to warn anyone against the endorsee. Yar- 
molinsky attended Harvard at the same time as 
Richardson, graduating two years later. During his 
sojourn at Harvard Yarmolinsky was head of the 
Marxist Club, a founding member and editor of the 
Marxist magazine, YARDLING, which presented the 
views of the Young Communist League. He admitted 
attending meetings of the Communist Youth League 
and an investigation by the Army into his left-wing 
background quoted him as stating, “They (the Young 
Communist League) believed and I was inclined to 
believe that a so-called Communist government was a 


desirable end.” As a free-wheeling commissar in the 
Defense De, ment during the Kennedy Kingdom, 
Yarmolinsky™war = strumental in trying to destroy 
the morale of the armed Forces of the United States. 
High-ranking military personnel had their every word 
and action carefully scrutinized by Adam and his 
“Whizz-Kids.” He became so powerful under (7?) 
McNamara that reportedly no one could be hired, 
assigned or discharged at the Pentagon without his 
O.K. Exposure forced Yarmolinsky out of public life 
but he continued and continues to be active “behind 
the scenes.” 


Endorsement by Yarmolinsky did not mitigate 
against Richardson and he was elected Attomey 
General of Massachusetts, One of his more regrettable 
acts in this capacity was granting permission for a 
“documentary” film to be made of the inmates at the 
Bridgewater State Hospital for the criminally insane. 
These unfortunates were photographed in their de- 
generate and private activities andthe film, entitled 
“Titticut Follies,” was shown and is still being shown 
commercially. It is from this post that Mr. Richard- 
son moves into his new position of Number Two man 
in American diplomacy as Under Secretary of State. 

He is quite acceptable to the ‘Liberal Establish- 
ment” in spite of his “limited experience in foreign 
affairs.’ The N.Y. TIMES of January 1, 1969, in 
announcing the selection of Richardson, stated: 

“Although Mr. Richardson has no official ex- 
perience for the Under Secretaryship, he has traveled 
widely. In 1961, as president of the World Affairs 
Council in Boston, he visited Africa for a first-hand 
jook at emerging nations. He has also attended policy 
seminars at Salzburg, Austria.” 

With the Institute of Pacific Relations thoroughly 
discredited and exposed by extensive hearings and 
investigations, its work did not cease but was con- 
tinued by other groups. The internationalists have 
never ceased to propagandize and among the “‘educa- 
tional” organizations through which they work are 
the various regional World Affairs Councils. In the 
House of Representatives report of hearings on 
Tax-Exempt Foundations appears a document called 
Recommendations of the President to the Trustees 
(Carnegie Endowment for International Peace) signed 
by Alger Hiss and published in the 1947 yearbook of 
that organization. It states in part: 

“Among the special circumstances favorable to an 
expansion of the endowments own direct activities, 
the most significant is the establishment of the 
United Nations with its headquarters in New York, 
and with the United States as its leading and most 
influential member. 

“The United States (via Alger Hiss - Ed.) was the 
chief architect of the United Nations and is its chjet 
support. The opportunity for an endowed American 


institution having the objectives, { galitions, aru pres- 
tige of the endowment, to suy toscd serve the 
United Nations i is very great. No other 4 acy appears 
to be so favorably situated as is the endowment for 
the undertaking of such a program. 

“So far as.we have been able to ascertain, no other 
agency is contemplating the undertaking of such a 
program. Consequently, I recommend most earnestly 


, that the endowment construct its program for the 


period that lies ahead primarily for the support and 
the assistance of the United Nations. 1 would suggest 
that this program be conceived of as having two 
objectives. First, it should be widely educational in 


| order to encourage public understanding and support 


of the United Nations at home and abroad. Second, it 
‘should aid in the adoption of wise policies, both by 
our own Government in its capacity as a member of 
the United Nations, and by the United Nations 
Organization as a whole. 

“The number and importance of decisions in the 
field of foreign relations with which the United States 
will be faced during the next few years are of such 
magnitude that the widest possible stimulation of 
public education in this field is of major and 


objective, the endowment should utilize its existing 


_ resources, such as the international-relations clubs in 
__ the collegés and international conciliation, and should 
strengthen its relationships with existing agencies 


interested in the field of foreign affairs. These 
relationships should include close collaboration with 
other organizations principally engaged in the study 


of foreign affairs, the Institute of Pacific Relations, 
the developing university centers of international 
relations, the Council on Foreign Relations, the 
Foreign Policy Association, and local community 


“ groups interested in foreign affairs, of which the 


Cleveland Council on World Affairs and the projected . 


World Affairs Council in San Francisco are examples. 

“Of particular importance is the unusual opportu: 
nity of reaching large segments of the population by 
establishing relations of a*rather novel sort with the

Mr. Richardson was described by the N.Y. TIMES 
as having all the attributes of the proper Bostonian, 
family background, and “the distinctive New England 
upper-class way of talking.” We are told, however, 
that his intimates know him “as a great party man - 
with a robust sense of humor, a good dancer and avid _ 
skier, even an adventurer.” Drew Pearson was not ~ 
quite so kind in his comments, recollecting that 
Richardson had a good record in government and was . 
“a far-sighted HEW executive” but he had a problem

” but he states: 


“It is a firm rule of the State Department that an 
alcoholic is a security risk.

Citing a record of fifteen automobile arrests for 
Richardson, Pearson states that his first brush with 
the law was at the age of nineteen when he was 
arrested on May 6, 1939, at 8:30 P.M. for operating 
under the influence of liquor on Beacon Street in 
Boston. Pearson quotes the arresting officer as 


’ stating: “Richardson was very abusive at the time of 


his arrest and threatened to have me fired.” After 


‘pleading guilty to the offense, Richardson was fined 


$75 and his license was suspended. For an offense in 
April, 1951, Richardson pleaded guilty and was fined 
$200 and his license suspended. This was for striking 
a stop sign and going through a hedge at 2 a.m. in 
Brookline, Mass. Of his numerous arrests, three 
involved driving under the influence of liquor and 
most of the others involved speeding. 


Richardson is a long-time close personal friend of 
Secretary of State Rogers who has explained his 
choice as “springing mainly from a desire to have as 
his deputy someone with whom he is personally close 
and compatible, a man who would serye as his ‘alter, 


ego.’ ” Both are members of th 
Gf£the Republican party.” 
Number two man in that other important govern- 
ment uepartinent, Defense, comesout of the West, 
and, like Richarson, has been connected with a World 
Affairs Council, having become a director of the 
World Affairs Council of Northern California in 1958. 
David Packard was born in Pueblo, Colorado, Sep- 
tember 7, 1912, the son of Sperry Sidney ‘Packard 
and Ella Lorna Graber. He reccived his A.B. degree 
from Stanford University in 1934 and his E.E. in 
1939, having worked for the General Electric Com- 
pany in Schenectady, N.Y. from 1935 to 1938. He 
married Miss Lucile Laura Salter on April 8, 1938 and

Packard is a self-made multi-millionaire electronic 
instrument manufacturer. His appointment caused 
raised eyebrows because of a “conflict-of-interest” 
possibility due to the fact that his firm did $34 
million worth of business with the Defense Depart- 
ment last year and another $7 million with other 
federal agencies and had $60 million in sales to 
government prime contractors. Some sort of a trust 
arrangement has reportedly been made to make 
everything proper but Packard has said he has no 
intention of living on his $30,000 government salary. 


Packard founded his company thirty years ago with - 


his partner, William R. Hewlett, in a garage with an 
initial investment of fess than $600. The company, 
which is the designing and production of electronic 
measuring instruments, was incorporated in 1947 
and now produces more than 2,000 different types of 
instruments in 17 plants and employs 13,000 persons. 


Last year Hewlett-Packard embarked on a “‘long- 
range program to increase its sale of non-strategic 
products in Eastern Europe.” Packard carried on 
correspondence with Sen. : Walter Mondale, who 
strongly favors East-West ‘“‘bridge-building,” and dis- 
closed that his firm had dssigned several sales 


engineers to full-time duty behind the Iron Curtain . 


“traveling in the tertitory and providing on-the-spot 
assistance to the East European purchasers and 


users.” The firm participated in different fairs, shows” 


and exhibitions and Packard stated: “We anticipate 
‘this new effort will cause our East European sales to 
more than double in 1968, with an. even further 
substantial increase the following year.” He was 
unhappy, however, begause the firm’s ‘sales were 
limited by the “high level of svnulaterally imposed 
U.S. export-controls.” 

Packard cited “better understanding” as a reason 
for lowering U.S. controls to allow a larger volume of 


_ East-West @: “We believe a larger volume of 


East-West ec and will contribute to a better 
understanding, without in any sense providing sub- 
stantial aid which would strengthen our enemies, or 
potential enemies.” Unfortunately it is not ‘“tunder- 
standing” he is after but “money.”’ He is described as 
a “contemporary man” who “doesn’t try to pack 
everything into an ideological box.” He reportedly 
counts himself a fan of former Secretary of Defense 
McNamara, stating, ‘McNamara did a very good job 
in the over-all job. But I hope we can do a better 
job.” 

It has been pointed out that Packard’s description 
of his products as “non-strategic” is not quite 
accurate as these highly sophisticated instruments 
used in electronics and analytical chemistry could 
definitely have military application. It could just be, 
therefore, that our new “Number Two” man in the 
Defense Department has been aiding and abetting an 
enemy against whom we are in active combat. It has 
been pointed out that weaknesses such as excessive 
drinking are exploited by the Communists and used 
by them for blackmail purposes, making a person 
with such a failing a security risk. It could well be 
that our “Number Two” man in the State Depart- 
ment has placed himself at the mercy of our enemies 
and can be manipulated by them because of a present 
or past drinking problem. As two of the earlier Nixon 
appointments, Richardson and Packard lead the sorry 
parade of dubious appointees. Their connection with 
the World Affairs Councils indicates their World 
Government bias and undoubtedly was a factor in 
their selection.

Reference is made to my memorandum dated 12-11-74, 
which advised of the receipt of a request for investigation of 
Richardson for a Presidential appointment, position not indicated. 
Press reports have indicated that he is under consideration for the 
position of Ambassador to Great Britain, 


Applicant-type investigations concerning Richardson were 
conducted in 1953, 1956, 1959, and 1969, which were favorable, except 
for a traffic arrest in May, 1939, for "operating under the influence” 
for which he was fined $50. During confirmation hearings in January, 
1969, for the position of Under Secretary of State, he admitted this 
arrest as well as other traffic violations. Current inquiry favorable 
and complete, except for checks of three governmental agencies. 


Bureau files reveal that Richardson was interviewed on two 
occasions in May, 1974, in connection with requests for investigations 
received from the Watergate Special Prosecution Force (WSPF) during 
April, 1974, The first concerned the 1972 "Departmental Responsiveness 
Program" which allegedly was a proposed program for improving departmental 
responSiveness in Support of the re-election of former President 
Richard M. Nixon. Richardson, who was Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare in 1972, recalled having discussed this program with 
representatives of The White House and it was his recollection that 
emphasis was to be placed on giving advance notice of grants and awards 
to incumbent Republican candidates so that announcements could be made 
by these individuals to further their political interests. He stated 
he did not have the impression that anything improper or illegal was

The NYA program promoted by its former National 
Organizer, Louis T. Byers, opposed the use of dangerous drugs 
and narcotics; Black Power; anarchist, Marxist, and other 
radical groups on campus; and opposed American involvement 
in the "no-win' war in Vietnam. NYA dedicated itself to the
